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NEW ENGLISH CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


BE SURE TO READ—During the past three years we have im- 
ported a large number of hardy English Chrysanthemums from 
Canada. These are by far the finest Chrysanthemums that we ever 
grew. Hundreds of people have come to see them blooming, many 
of them coming quite a distance. One of the nice things about them 
is that they are all early. No matter where you live you can still 
raise these lovely flowers. These new Chrysanthemums can be raised 
without disbudding, but if you want a real treat by all means disbud 
down to 8 to 12 buds to the plant. The top should be pinched out 
when the plants get 6 or 8 inches high; this makes the plants more 
dwarf. Disbudding also makes Chrysanthemums bloom much earlier. 
Should be planted in good soil and in sunny location. 

These new Chrysanthemums are equal in hardiness to the old 
garden Chrysanthemums and are so far superior to the old type of 
Chrysanthemums that there is no comparison. Be sure and try some. 


All our Chrysanthemums are double. We grow no single Chrys- 
anthemums. We don’t like single Chrysanthemums so we just don’t 
raise them.
